BREEDING BUREAU MAKES GOOD SHOWING. 

Much Accomplished by Subsidiary Organization of 
Jockey Club in New York State. 

New York. February 29. — With the recent awaken- 
ing of the whole country to the startling depletion 
in the number of good horses in .Vmerica. brought 
most foreihl.v before the public by the statements 
of .Major-General I.riH>nard Wood. Chief of Staff of 
the United States .\rni.v, there has l)ecn a mistaken 
idea that the New York Breeding Bureau bad been, 
or was about to be, abandoned. A letter was re- 
cently recidved from the State lK‘partmeut of Agri- 
culture. asking if such was a fact. 

Answering this Secretary .Vlgernou Daingerfield 
prep.'»red a comprehensive history of the Breeding 
Bureau and what it has done since its establishment 
in May. llMHi. On that date a committee of five 
from the Jockey Club was appointed to establish a 
breeding bureau, by which thorouglibrod stallions 
shuiild b«> plaeiMl in various counties in the state of 
New York. This committee was empowered to draw 
$10,04»0 from the treasury of the Jockey Club for the 
exfienses of sindi a bureau. 

The first stallion was placed in June, 190G, and 
l^efore the end of the same year tiiirty-eight stal- 
lions had lHH*n distributed throughout the state. It 
was decided that in the selection of the stallions 
that they sliould be not less than IG hands ,*l inches 
in height and should weigh not less than 1,10<> 
IK>unds. The age was fixed at between four and 
twelve years. 

For the reason that the breeding season was about 
over in IJKKJ before the bureau was launched the 
result of the first year was not more than 100 foals. 
At tlie close of 1907 there were fifty-five stallions in 
service and it was shown tliat they had been mated 
during th<‘ year with 1,08,'i mares. For 190S tlie 
reports shi»w that l.OGS mares went to these stal- 
lions and GSl living foals were reported as the re- 
sult of the breeding. 

ReiMirts for 190t> .sliowixl tliat the stallions were 
mated with 72.‘i mar(‘s and 410 foals w’ere reported 
as i\ result of tlie breeding season of 190S. The 
T.HO report shows that the Breeding Bureau stal- 
lions were mated with 780 nian^ and 42S foals were 
reixirted as .a result of the breeding of 1909. The 
191 1 report sh(»ws 49G niar«.‘S and foals. 

This shows that as a direct result of the cstab- 
lishiiient of the Breeiling Bureau a total showing of 
foals. ,\s ninny of the mares are sold or 
tradeil they iiave frequently lK>en lost track of and 
the reports are only of the actual living foals that 
•an Im* traced. Hi that the actual number is much 
greater. 

Had tin* varioug stallions been acquired by actual 
piireliase the cost would have been enormous, but 
Indioving so tliorougbl.v in the l»eii<*fit — in fact the 
iieivssiiy of the infu-iion of tborongbbred blood in 
tile coars«*r strains inaii.v were donated by such 
gi'iitb'ineii as .\ugnst Belmont — who gave tliree— 
Jainos i:. Kismm*. W. K. Vanderbilt. F. R. Hitch- 
eiK'k. II. K. Knnpji. II. B. Duryoa. E. C. Cowdin, 
.1. li. Haggln. .Vndrew Miller. \V. \. Wadsworth. 
Joseph E. Widener and other gentlemen interested 
In the improvement of the brcK'd of horses in the 
state. 

It is W(»rth.v of note that immediatelv after the 
enalioii of tlie BretHling Bureau in New York 
HiMillar oiganizations wi*re launched in Canada, Ken- 
tucky. .Mississippi. Louisiana. Tennessee, Marvland 
and Virginia, and are operated on a small scale, 
with the ex(x‘*tiion of the Canadian bureau, which 
has grown tf» gigantic proportions. 

Tlu* oflice of the Br«*eding Bureau h.as been in 
eonuniinieuiion witli Caittnin Charles Conrad, cap- 
tain and quarterniasier U. .s. a., and Hon. George 
M. Uoiniuell. of the Department of .\griculture, in- 
viting an inspection of the get of the stallions that 
have been plaeed in the state, with a view of facili- 
tating the solution of the problem of remounts for 
the army.
